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Babloh Convicted 
Of Murder, Gets 
Life At Waupun 


Milwaukee, June 21 (ZP)—Nine­ 
teen-year old Milton Babich was 
whisked off to 
Waupun 
prison 
last night just 45 minutes after a 
jury labeled him the murderer of 
his wife’s kid sister. 
His bride, Kathleen, who is ex­ 
pecting 
a 
baby 
in 
mid-July, 
screamed out, “lies, lies—the po­ 
lice are telling lies,” as the jury 
announced its verdict: 
Guilty of 
murder in the first degree. 
Babich did not change expres­ 
sion at the verdict. 
He glanced 
over his shoulder at Kathleen. He 
rose, stood before the bench and 
declared, “I am not guilty of first 
degree murder.” 
Municipal 
Judge 
Herbert 
J. 
Steffes then sentenced him to the 
Wisconsin state prison at Waupun 
“at hard labor for the rest of your 
natural life.” 
But under Wisconsin law, 
he 
will be eligible for parole after 
20 years, or with time off for good 
behavior, after ll years and three 
months. 
His sentence was 
pronounced 
just three months to the day af­ 
ter the weighted body of Patricia 
Birmingham, 16, was fished from 
the Milwaukee river by firemen 
searching for a suicide victim. 
Kathleen broke into hysterical 
screams and was comforted 
by 
the defendant’s 
older 
brother, 
Victor. 
Both glared at Detective 
Lawrence Papka, who was 
in­ 
strumental in obtaining a state­ 
ment from the youth. 
Kathleen’s mother, Mrs. Albert 
T. Birmingham, tried to comfort 
her daughter, but was rebuffed. 
She told reporters she was pushed 
away by Victor, not by Kathleen. 
Babich was not permitted to see 
his wife after the verdict 
was 
announced at 9:49 p. rn. (CST). 
He changed to a dark green sports 
shirt and left for prison at 10:35 
p. rn., handcuffed to Sheriff Her­ 
man Kubiak. 
He was admitted to the prison 
at 12:15, and will be processed 
later this morning. 
Milton told the jury 
that 
he 
picked Patricia up on her way 
home from school last Feb. IO. As 
they sat in his father’s car 
he 
showed her a gun to frighten her 
so she wouldn't tattle that K ath­ 
leen was pregnant. 
He said she 
picked it up and it went off when 
he grabbed for it. 
He became frightened, tied

Washington.— In the snarl of rum ors ris­ 
ing like a black cloud out of tho mass of 
FBI documents tossed into the espionage 
baal of Judith Coplon 
certain 
essential 
facts have been ignored or lost sight of 
Here, from an authorita­ 
tive source, is an account 
of w hat led up to the dis­ 
closures so deeply 
dis­ 
turbing to almost every­ 
one involved and espec­ 
ially to those w'ho were 
given a new sm earing in 
the headlines. 
This account points up 
the 
contrast 
with 
the 
conduct of the Alger Hiss 
trial in New York. It u n ­ 
derscores the vital role of the trial judge 
in these difficult cases. 
Government lawyers handling the Cop­ 
lon case came to attorney 
general 
Tom 
Clark alter Archibald Palm er, counsel for 
the defense, had made his demand that all 
FBI documents be put into evidence. It 
was apparent that Federal Judge Albert L. 
Reeves might accede to ibis request. 
Clark felt that he should read over the 
voluminous FBI file. The file is the F B I’s 
raw material, containing all possible in ­ 
formation, including hearsay 
and 
gossip 
that the agents can put together on a 
case. The reports in the Coplon case w'ere 
hundreds of pages in length. 
—IRRELEVANT M ATERIA!__ 
The weekend on which he undertook to 
read the reports was for Clark a particular­ 
ly crowded one. He had agreed 
to take 
part in a celebrities golf tournam ent for a 
charity and he had two other engagements 
that he felt could not be broken. 
Except when he was actually filling these 
engagements Clark spent virtually 
every 
hour of the weekend going over the FBI 
reports. It was obvious that most of the 
material they contained was entirely irre ­ 
levant to the trial of Miss Coplon. 
With governm ent counsel the attorney 
general then proceeded to w ork out w hat 
he thought was the proper and effective 
procedure to keep from the public the ir­ 
relevant raw material 
contained 
in the 
FB I’s confidential files. The 
first 
move 
was to ask Judge Reeves to keep out the 
reports entirely as irrelevant. 
lf this failed, the second line of strategy 
Was to ask the judge to adm it only those 
portions of Hie reports that might, in the 
judge’s opinion, be immediately relevant 
to the trial. Tile governm ent’s charge is 
that Miss Coplon copied onto data slips, 
alleged to have been found in lier handbag, 
a sentence or two from various FBI r e ­ 
ports that she thought would be of spec­ 
ial interest to the Russians. 
These dealt for the most part with p e r­ 
sons suspected of furnishing information to 
Soviet agents. Thus only one sentence had 
been copied out of the voluminous report 
that furnished so m any irrelevant head­ 
lines about Hollywood film stars. 
— RULED FOR DEFENSE— 
After Judge Reeves ruled in favor of the 
defense, he was then asked 
to 
allow 
in 
evidence only the few relevant 
passages 
from the reports. In order to m ake such a 
ruling the judge would have to pass on 
what was re levant and w hat 
irrelevant 
and that would have m eant reading those 
voluminous documents. 
This the judge declined to do. Perhaps 
it was too m uch to ask 
of 
any 
judge. 
Judge Reeves is nearly 76 years cli!, lie 
has been on the federal bench for 26 years. 
The harrassing, difficult trial would in­ 
evitably put a severe strain on a m an of 
Judge Reeves’ years. The law provides that 
federal judges may retire on full salary at 
the age of 70 after ten years of service. 
While the issue as put up to him was 
less taxing. Federal Judge 
Sam uel 
H. 
K aufm an in the Hiss trial met it in a d if­ 
ferent way. Ho declined to permit defense 
counsel to subpoena FBI records that w ere 
not directly relevant to the case. 
This would seem to be the only sensible 
procedure. That J. Edgar Hoover should be 
exercised at publication of tho volum in­ 
ous and unscreened material assembled by 
his agents is not surprising. So m uch of 
the m aterial was unsubstantiated gossip, 
rum or and hearsay. It is Hoover’s conten­ 
tion that any government official using the 
m aterial would screen out the gossip. 
The press Iris something to answ er for 
in this connection, it seems to me. The raw 
material of the FBI reports was translated 
into sensational headlines with little in ­ 
dication for the guidance 
of the 
reader 
were not conclusions reached 
bv the FBI but merely the stuff 
to 
be 
ground through the 
security mill. 
More 
responsibility all around would be helpful.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


By DREW PEARSON 
W ashington—An amazing story of Chin­ 
ese bargaining between the U. S. and the 
U. S. S. R. has been carefully hushed up by 
the State Department. At one time during 
the China w ar the Chiang K ai-shek gov­ 
ernm ent was almost 
on 
its knees before the Sov­ 
iet ambassador to patch 
up a deal with Russia—at 
the very same time it was 
yelling for aid from the 
U. S. 
The 
hitherto 
untold 
story began nine months 
>>, ago. 
September 
1948, 
when the Soviet am bas­ 
sador at 
Nanking 
sug- 
Pearson 
gested that the National­ 
ist government sign a nonaggression pact 
with Russia—including a highly im portant 
clause whereby, in case of Russo-Ameri- 
can war, China would side with Russia. 
The Chinese Nationalists stalled 
their 
reply. Meanwhile, Russian 
pressure 
in ­ 
creased in Manchuria. Finally, on Oct. ll, 
Chiang K ai-shek replied that China would 
accept a nonaggression pact provided it did 
not contain the 
clause 
putting 
China 
against the U« S. in the event of a Russo- 
American war. 
News of this leaked back to W ashing­ 
ton three days later, Oct. 14, but it was 
not until Oct. 17 that someone thought 
to inform the White House or else the 
White House woke up to the situation. 
At any rate, on Oct. 17 at 
5:30 
p. rn., 
presidential assistant John S ted m an phon­ 
ed General Al Wedemeyer, head of the 
w ar plans division, with 
the 
ultim atum 
that unless the president received a full 
report on sending w ar 
materials 
to the 
Nationalist 
government, 
the 
Pentagon 
building would be blown higher than 
a 
kite. 
Supplies to China 
must 
start 
moving 
within two weeks, Mr. Steelman warned. 
The first ships actually left Nov. 16. But 
meanwhile, on Nov. 
2 
the 
Nationalists 
evacuated M anchuria. 
Later, as the Chinese Communists ap­ 
proached the Yangtze river, the National­ 
ist government decided to accept the Rus­ 
sian treaty overtures of last September. 
Suddenly Soviet Ambassador Nikolat Ros­ 
ehill was informed that China was willing 
to accept the nonaggression pact with no 
reservations whatsoever. It would 
even 
accept the clause against the U. S. 
By this time, however, Russia had cool­ 
ed. Knowing that victory was just around 
the corner anyway, Ambassador Rosehill 
replied that there was no hurry. 
—FRANTIC CHINESE— 
But the Nationalist 
government 
was 
now frantic. It informed the Russian A m ­ 
bassador that it was willing to sign an y­ 
thing—provided General 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
and his Communist army was stopped. And 
the Chinese am bassador to the 
Kremlin 
went so far as to state that since the U n­ 
ited States had betrayed China, the N a­ 
tionalists were willing to make any kind 
of arrangem ent w ith Communist 
leader 
Mao. They w ere even whiling to enter a 
coalition government with Mao as prime 
minister. 
Two years before, Gen. George Marshall 
had urged that Chiang Kai-shek form a 
coalition Chinese government with Com­ 
munist leaders in his cabinet, 
but 
with 
Chiang retaining control. Chiang had said 
no. But by spring of this year, the 
N a­ 
tionalist governm ent was so desperate it 
w’as even willing to accept its hated enemy, 
General Mao, as premier. This time it was 
the Russians who in effect said no. 
—COY SOVIET AMBASSADOR— 
Latest stage of the frantic Nationalist a t­ 
tempts to m ake an alliance w ith Russia 
came last month after the government was 
moved to Canton. Once again Nationalist 
Foreign Minister George Yeh 
tried 
4o 
draw the Russian ambassador into dis­ 
cussion of a Nationalist-Soviet alliance b it 
once again 
the 
ambassador 
was 
coy. 
Studiously he avoided all personal coni: d 
with the Nationalist leaders. 
Prem ier Hu Ying-ching then held an of­ 
ficial reception to which all foreign en­ 
voys were invited, and the Russian am ­ 
bassador was urged to come ahead of time 
for a conference. He refused, however, < ti 
the ground that such action would 
eau e 
unfavorable comment among the 
other 
diplomats. 
Then he was asked to stay behind after 
the reception. This he also refused, for tile 
same reason. 
— THE AMBASSADOR COMPLAINS— 
Finally Ambassador Rosehill was 
told 
that unless lie 
accepted 
this 
invitation 
tendered by the head of the Chinese gov­ 
ernm ent to come early to the reception, he 
would become persona non grata and his 
recall would be requested forthwith. 
Rosehill therefore finally agreed to a r ­ 
rive at 8 p. rn., knowing that the prem ier 
had an appointment with the British am ­ 
bassador at 8:45. 
He actually arrived, however, five m in­ 
utes late, and without giving Prem ier Hu 
a chance to say a word, launched a Ion; 
scries of complaints about the fact that he 
had been in Canton since April, housed rn 
lamentable quarters, and in all this lime 
had not been able to get a telephone. Com­ 
munications, he said, were abominable. Ile 
had suffered great delay in receiving mail, 
the servant shortage was terrible, and the 
Chinese government, he demanded, should 
transport Russian servants to Canton. 
The ambassador even demanded special 
visas for his servants, especially a ch*'!’ 
because Cantonese cooking, he said, was 
atrocious. 
By the tune Roschin had rattled off this 
stream of complaints, the British am bas­ 
sador had arrived for his 8:45 appointment. 
The Russian ambassador bowed out, having 
successfully avoided any conversation re ­ 
garding a Chinese-Russian pact which by 
that time Moscow most emphatically d i 
not want.
